Let's call him Walter (name changed). He was one of my patients at the John Vucurevich 
Cancer Care Center at Rapid City Regional Hospital. We were giving him palliative radiation 
treatment to make the effects of his cancer less uncomfortable. Walter was in the final stages of 
head and neck cancer, and had a very short time left. 

When Walter came to the clinic, he wore his coat, hat, boots and gloves at all times. It was 
impossible for him to get warm. We didn't even ask him to remove them for his weigh-in, as the 
cancer had completely decimated his body, leaving a man who weighed less than 90 pounds, 
even while wearing his coat and boots. 

I placed Walter in the room closest to the nurses' station, as his body had so completely 
failed that he could have coded at any moment. As I listened to his shivering, I knew he would 
be an ideal recipient for one of the blankets lovingly made by parishioners of Our Lady of the 
Black Hills parish. 

I found the perfect blanket for him in the closet and wrapped it 
around him. He weakly shared that wry grin of his, thanking me for 
this lovely gift of warmth. We sent him home with the blanket, as 
infection control regulations don't allow us to share such blankets with 
other patients. 

Walter died at home three days later. He had that same blanket wrapped around him when 
he died. That simple gift of a blanket gave comfort to a dying man. 

Many thanks to all of you who have shared your time, talent, and love, in making these 
blankets. Although you may never meet the people who receive them, your gifts are never in 
vain. No matter what gifts you share, whether it is making blankets, giving cans of food, or 
donating blood, each gift, in the end, is received by a grateful "Walter."
